1, The references are cited not only because of their direct bear- 
ing on the subject but also because the number of them indicates that 
the subject has been one of some concern far some time. 

At $ o far as I an aware, and so far as can be seen from the 
references, very few constructive steps have been taken thus far to 
correct a situation which appears to be quite dangerous to the security 
0 # our COUNT sources. Even if minor violations of COMSEC that are dis- 
covered in the usual surveillance exercised by APSA-41 are corrected can 
a continuing basis, unless the basic problems involved in improveuuent 
are ftvdied and answers obtained to them, our COMSBC situation will 
probably continue to bo defective. To have this sort of a situation 
aadat at the fountain head of COMSEC within and far all the Armed Forces 
teems to me to call for prompt attention and action, since the example 
set by AFSA would hardly be a ealutory one for the Services.
